WASHINGTON. D. C„ March 26.— The death rate of the 
country continues to increase while the birth rate continues to 
decline. Statistics compiled by the Census Bureau show* that the 
annual death rate during the past has been 12.6 per 1.000 pop­ 
ulation in the first 9 months of 1928 as compared w ith 11.8 for 
the same period in 1922. 
The birth rate was 22.8 per 1,000 
compared with 28.1.

large, but the engineers deem them 
adequate. 
The 
gratifying 
thing 
about 
the 
inclusion of the Texas 
rivers in the survey is the indorse­ 
ment it infers on the project for the 
control and utilization of flood wat­ 
ers in these streams, 
initiated 
by 
the last legisature, under the leau 
ership of the late 
Representative- 
Lee J. Rountree of Bryan. 
The legislature’s action provided 
only for a study of what would be 
needed to consummate 
the 
enter­ 
prise. 
A beginning has been made 
by the State, in conjunction 
with 
the Federal geological survey. 
So 
that it may be safely assumed tha*. 
the project is under way. 
The completion of these surveys 
will afford a basis upon which the 
people can proceed through legisla­ 
tive appropriations, provided for by 
bonds or special taxes, to impound 
the flood waters 
of 
the 
several 
streams 
which 
periodically 
work 
havoc in the valleys and in the coun­ 
try along the lower stretches. 
The movement 
means the 
ulti­ 
mate saving of millions of dollars to 
the people of Texas. It is a move­ 
ment that is worthy of the sympa­ 
thetic co-operation of the people of 
the whole state, and not only those 
directly 
affected by the floods.—
